Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 34-40 and 44-50 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
In reference to claim 34, Nitayama ('079) teaches an assembly comprising: 

A plurality of active areas having widths defined by STI regions of no greater than about 
one micron at least some of the widths being different (Fig.4B (STI see also Col.7, lines: 25-35); 
and 

Gate lines disposed over the plurality of active areas to provide individual transistors, 
(Fig.4B(102 W). 



However, Nitayama fails to teach wherein the gate lines of the individual transistors whose 
widths are different having different threshold voltages (TV) firom one another. On Col.7, lines: 
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Art Unit: 2813 

45-55 Nitayama teaches implanting impurities into the channel region in order to tailor threshold 
voltage, however fails to teach wherein the threshold voltages are different. 

Doong et al ('081) and Puchner et al ('620) both teach the well known principle that STI and the 
corresponding active area widths may be manipulated to control the threshold voltage of 
transistors (Doong- Col.3, lines: 45-60 and Puncher -Col. 1, lines: 35-45), however both fail to 
teach manipulating different widths of STIs and corresponding active areas upon the same 
substrate to create several transistors each with a corresponding different threshold voltage. 
Rather uniform threshold voltages are suggested. Consequently, prior art fails to anticipate 
applicant's claim language. All independent claims contain this allowable subject matter and 
claims 34-40 and 44-50 are allowed.
